America  that  had  been  struck  at  the  branch  mints  of  Spain.  In 
sketching  the  history  of  the  Spanish  American  mints  the  speaker 
noted  that  silver  was  most  comonly  used.  The  most  famous  of  all 
these  coins  was  the  Spanish  Milled  Dollar.  The  earliest  coins 
struck  were  in  the  years  1535-36.  These  were  the  first  coins 
struck  in  the  new  world.  After  the  revolution,  the  countries  of 
the  New  World  took  the  heroes  of  the  war  and  put  them  on  their 
coins.  The  largest  coin  struck  in  South  America  is  the  commorati 
ve  piece  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  fotinding  of  Brazil.
